HISTORY OF MY 1938 BUICK 
by 


M. Le Rhynard 


My car was purchased in July 1982 in Allentown, Pennsylvania. The Buick Club 
national meeting was being held in nearby Bethlehem. This car was not at. the show, 
but I learned of its whereabouts and the fact it could be purchased. In fact I was 
talking to an owner of a ‘47 convertible which was for sale. When I mentioned 1 
preferred 2 1938 with side mounts he told me of this car. We didn't discuss the 
purchase of the '47 any further 


I met with the ovner and agreed to a price. This car was completely restored in 1968 
and the individual fron whom I purchased the car had owned it for 7 years. He stated 
to me that he had probably not driven this car 1,000 miles in the 7 years he had 
owned it. 


Thad the car shipped home by commercial car carrier and in the fall of 1982 I began 
restoration. The upholstery is in good condition except I had a trim shop repad the 
front seat. The interior metal trim, including the dash nad been “woodgrained” 
incorrectly so this was sent to a restorer in Satle Creek, Michigan. Al} sheet metal 
was removed and sent to a professional stripper near Charlotte, Michigan. — After 
stripping I had the four fenders metal finished by a professional in Battle Creek. 
I stripped the body, including , to bare metal. I removed the head on the 
engine and had the valves ground. A new wiring harness and all new engine gaskets 
were installed. Anew battery was installed and engine detailed as necessary 


The body and sheet metal was primed and sanded several times then a sealer applied. 
Five coats of nitrocellulose lacquer was applied. After at least a month the body 
and each separate piece was wet sanded with 400 grit sandpaper. Three more coats of 
nitrocellulose lacquer were applied and again a wait of approximately 30 days, at 
which time each piece was wet sanded with an ultra fine sandpaper and polished. 
About 6 1/2 gallons of nitrocellulose lacquer was used. During the 1 1/2 years I 
worked on this car I had had a number of parts rechromed including the radio grille, 
hood ornament, side mount name plates, headlight reflectors, and horn parts. A 
correct steering wheel was purchased and sent to Richard Gunm in Ohio for restora- 
tion. A horn ring and button were purchased and rechroned. New plastic escutcheons, 
gear shift knob and other items were obtained. The wheels were sandblasted and 
refinished with red polyurethane plastic. Reproduction rubber pieces were purchased 
from Lynn Steele. This included trunk trim, vent window rubber, parking and tail- 
light rubber, windshield, transmission and bumper bracket rubber. 


The car was reassembled in the spring of 1984 and completed on May 25, 1964 at 8:45 
p.m. There was a car show in Mason, Michigan the next day so I wanted to be ready 
for that. Except for some minor touch up and adjustments, the restoration 1s 
complete. I have tried to keep the car as authentic as possible. The only var 
to this is the installatton of an electric fuel pump to be used in case of vapor 
Tock, and an inverter which allows me to carry a 12 volt CB if I so desire. I carry 
a fire extinguisher in the car at all times. 


While I take credit for the restoration, | really had lots of help. I'm fortunate in 
having a neighbor, Bob Andrews, who is'a retired mechanic and worked on these cars 
the first time around. son-in-law Dave Hundt taught me int and helped in 
tne fast, tinea as eu ceastensly. "Finaiig.” gud” Wickes BEA #2567 “and BaD Joneds, BCR 
W2367"who gave 2 lot of sensible answers £0 dumb questions. 


I'm not sure a restoration is ever complete. I'm stil] looking for the center front 
bumper emblem and grill guard and I still hit the swap meets looking for parts and 
accessories, Maybe old habits die hard!

In 
particular, I was interested in the nitrocetfutose paint job. 1 know that many 
people preger modern acrylic Lacquers; these certainty have some advantages 
over the ofder-style finish and can produce beautiful results. However, the 
paint on this car reakty makes it Look Like I remember new card Looking 

decades ago. Perhaps it was my imagination or the Lighting, but there seemed 
to be a subtle but nevertheless very real déggerence. In any event, ét is a 
beautiful job, and has incredible smoothness and depth. Believe me, griends, 
Looking at that paint is Like Looking into the eyes of a beautiful woman, It 
does something to you.

1 bought my 1938 Model 67 the first time in July of 1973 from a high school 
student in-Los Gatos, California. The body was mice, but al] the upholstery, 
plastic and rubber parts were shot. It had a 1948 engine, which was a11 
apart and not running. 


Flat back Centuries in 1938 were rare, so I bought this one for a future 
project. Because of other interest in Buick convertibles, I sold the 1938 
Mode! 67 twice and bought it again and again. The last time I bought it 
back, in 1979, I decided to keep it and build it for a nice “driver”. 


I started restoration in the winter 1982-83 by completely dismantTing the 
body and chassis. After rebuilding or replacing worn components, I started 
the reassembly process in the winter of 1983-84. 


The suspension is “upgraded” by us‘ng 2" brakes and large spindles froma 
1952 Roadmaster. The rear brakes are from a 1940 Century. The rear end 
assembly is the original 1938 Century with 3.90 to 1 gears. All bearings 
and seals were replaced. 
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The engine is 2 1938, upgraded internally to 1949 specifications. AT] 
moving parts were electronically balanced to give a smooth engine. ATT 
engine accessories were rebuilt or replaced with new parts. 


The old Frayed wiring was stripped out and a new wiring assembly installed. 
ANI the rubber parts were replaced with Lynn Steele reproduction pieces. 
New window channels and glass were installed. 


The interior is refinished in blue leather and blue wool, which was avail~ 
able as an option on all 1938 Buicks. The trunk was completely re-done in 
material that closely matches the original material. I had enough pieces 
of the original rear seat carpet and trunk material to get a close match. 


The wood graining is red mahogany. All series 60, 80, and 90 Buicks used 
mahogany wood grain with the exception of the convertibles and some Centuries. 
Some 1938 Centuries were produced with a "chevron" type pattern on the dash 
only. The window and windshield garnish mouldings were mahogany. 


The steering wheel is ivory colored,as I couldn't find the original mahogany 
color that was standard on all series 60, 80, and 90 Buicks in 1938, 


I didn't like the original dark green paint, so I had the car painted homer 
gray, which is metallic. The gray goes quite well with the blue leather 
and blue wool interior. 


1 finished the car one day before our tour to the Buick National Meet in 
Los Angeles. Doug Nelson, Marshall Nelson and I drove the 2,300 mile round 
trip with hardly a problem. The weather was severe, with temperatures up 
to 112° several days. Marshall Nelson drove his 1937 B0C on our tour to 
the Nationals and won a first in his class; but that’s another story. 


‘Among the twenty-five Buicks I have owned over the past twenty years, sever 
of them have been 1937-38 Centuries. I have owned at least one of each 
series of Buicks, (40, 50, 60, 70, 80 and 90), and I stilT prefer the Tong- 
nosed Centuries.

EBUEQIKK vs. Bckv 


Churning through my archives recently, T came across an article on the 
1937 Packard 120, As wou probably know, the 120 (apparently named for either 
its horsepower or its wheelbase) was haz{ of Packard's effort to penetrate the 
medium and upper-medium price range, the other hae{ being the Packard Séx. 
The 120 was quite successsur, and some authorities attribute the LaSatee's 
death in 1940 Cargely to this success. while the 120 ds most often compared 
with the LaSatte and the Lincoln Zephyr, since both those cars represented the 
same kind of egfont, it occurred to me that it could as well be compared with 
the Buick, Thes articke tries to make such a comparison, at least ina Limited 
way. 


In many of its specigications, the Packard 120 ete halsuay between the 
40 and 60 series Buichs. Because it was closer in price to the Century, T have 
chosen that comparison. Aéthough the Century was a Larger, aster and more 
powerful car, there are a number of very close simitarities, The folLowing 
table shows Several specifications gor the '37 Century convertible and Packard 
120 convertible,

In addition to the foregoing, both cars used very similar suspension 
systems, hydrautic brakes, automatic chokes and tuo-barrel carburetors. (The 
Zephyr 0f course, én addition to the V-12, employed Henry's old favorites 
transverse Leas springs and mechanical brakes.) 


Packard was not out gor a "sporty" image with the 120 (or anything e£se) 
and thus the car's pergormance statistios are much closer to those of the 40- 
series Buick. In terms of reginement, smoothness and solid construction, 
however, the 120 was a reat competitor. Styling was another matter. Packard 
made ith big move between 1934 and 1935, and its styling changed very Little 
from 1935 through 1937 and not much more into 1938 and 1939: the company 
Valued the traditional, identigiable Packard shape and Look. By contrast, Buick 
swept grom an undistinguished, very traditional Look in '34 and '35 through a 
series of near-spectacutar annual changes that are now considered among the very 
best of the tate 1930'S. TK you put a '37 Packard and a '37 Buick next to each 
other, most casuae observers would not guess they were the same year.

GLOVEBOX MEDALLION; STEERING WHEELS. Dave Lewis says he has never seen a 
1937 on 1938 Butch without a clock in the glovebox door. Well, he has never 
seen my car. On 40-series cars the dash clock (Buick called it a “watch") was 
an optional accessory. Cars delivered without the clock had a medattion in 
the middte 04 the g£ovebox door. Above és a not-too-great photo of one of 
these (1 forgot about paraklax correction: it is actuatey rectangular.) The 
colors match those used on the instrument cluster: gray background; ivory 
stripes and Letters; and the "Buick &” shaded in red, Not bad-Lookéng, and 
the clocks never work Aight anmoay. On the back it says: "Nade by A.C. Spark 
Plug Co. - Feént, Mich., U.S.A. - Patent Applied For." (It és far grom 
obvious to me what there is about this gadget that might be patentable, but 
there are miktions of patents, 1 suppose, so maybe it doesn't take much.) 
Tncidentatey, it appears that’ my car was’ originally a "plain-Jane" with nothing 
in it except’ possibly a heater. (It had at Least too heaters before 1 got it 
judging by the four holes bored through the <irewakl.) Included in the plain- 
Jane package was the "reguéar” brown hard rubber steering wheel. This, believe 
it on not, was standard on abe '37 Buicks, but 1 know of onty one other one 

in the wohtd. Tam going to take this off and put on a repro "<lerible" 
wheel, and when I get around to that there will be a Little story about it.

RUNNING BOARDS and RUBBER PARTS. Last month we reported on a project by 
John Hoptey (who «8 *033, not "0531 of Bow, Washington, I received another 
tetter fron John about this, and in addition to running the substance as an 
ad, T thought it would be interesting to quote an edited version in this 
seotion. John saus: 


"On the running board rubber mentioned last time, I ginatly 
found time to restore the boards pd a '37 41 pants can I have. 
Would Like to advertise them sor $250 a pair plus shipping and an 
old pair of boards that need restoring. Welt also include a set 
of 137 40-serées mounting pads: bumper arm grommets front and 
near; park Léghts; tack Lights; trunk Light. [Editon's Note: 
trunk License Light pad for model 41 wilt fit only thunk-back cars.) 
Tf anyone wants just the mounting pads, $25 a set plus shipping. 
T betéeve my running boards are good enough to be show quality. 

A tot of time went énto making the molds (<ébergeass) and the 
rubber <4 exactly as original. 


"T betieve the same boards wikk Jit other '37 40-series cars, 
and '38 40-serées as wet. [Editon's Note: that is connect; 
however, the staineess moldings axe different <xom '37 to '38.] 

T also have a couple pairs of board rubber for anyone interested 
in bonding hés own at $100 a pair plus shipping. 


"Believe me, it's one hell of a job to do a set of boards. 
First it takes heat to peel the old rubber off, then soundblastin: 
then prime and paint the underside. Next I coat the top side with 
epoxy, and fénatey bond the new rubber (Devcon urethane] to the 
epoxy"coated boards. We sound, through 20 years experience 
building boats for the U.S. Navy, that epory assords a superior 
bond to urethanes. 


"The fiberglass sidemount covers 1 will desinitety have done 
this winter.”

"I have rebuilt several engines including the straight-8 

Buick. 1 was aluays in the habit of buitdéng the engine on a stand, 
removing the engine when complete, and then installing the su- 
wheet and bee housing. This method cannot be used when assembling 
@ Straight-§ Buick engine as the top two bolts fon the beLl housing 
are attached §nom the inside and are inaccessible if the stusheee cs 
bolted to the crankshagt. In addition, if the bett housing is bolted 
to the rear of the block, there is not’ enough clearance to attach the 
Gemoheet. Tf the gokLowing method is used, it will save much 
§nustration. 


1, Bolt the bete housing to the back of the block and 
attach this assembly to your engine stand. Some additional 
Support may be necessary as the straight-8 block is Long. 


f. Bott the Sluuheet to the back of the crankshage. 
The timing mark should be visible through the window on the 
upper right-hand corner of the bell housing when No, 1 
cylinder is at TOC. (It is a good idea to make this mark 
mone visible with a bright color point.) 


3. Install the crankshagt and susheet assembly in 
your engine block and Sit up the main bearings. Aster this 
4s done you can continue assembly of the engine as usual.” 


As noted above, 1 asked Dave and Bob to comment on this. (I cannot resist 
interjecting at this point that Richard atso said: "THE TORQUE TUBE <s nothing 
Less than terrific." Thanks, pal!) Here's an edited version of Dave's 
thoughts. I hope 1 got it réght; as you know, abl the misspelled words and 
goofy grammar sometimes make for rough going.

"Biel: His problem seems to have been that he installed the 
bokts in the crank and then, after installing in the block, he 
found the crank would not 4it down into the belfhousing because

on the end of the crank. With the near main cap off, you install 
tuo studs, then tuan them down and install the others. After atl 
ane instatled you can put the rear main cap on and you ane-done. 
The smagl series engines used a stud that went in grom the backside 
of the crank and through the <Lmoheet; a nut on the stud holds the 
§lywheek on. The problem is you can't get the studs out far enough 
for the sLywheet to drop out because they run into the rear main cap.

"White Richard's method of installing the <Luwheet would work, 
4 seems to me it is more désgicult to do it that way, and you risk 
searring one of your main bearings. On the 40-series, the crank is 
held on with dowel-Like pins which must be instabled with the rear 
main cap off. You instal each one and then turn the crank to allow 
installation of the others. After atl are instatted you install the 
near main cap. To me, this is an easier and sagen method, 


"This does not apply to the targe series. They do not require 
the rear main cap to be removed since they used nequar bolts which 
thread into the crank, 


"The slywheek wilt onty bolt on the crank one way 80 you neatly 
do not need to worry about Location of the timing mark. Atso note 
the '37 and '38 small series <lmoheets are not interchangeable. The 
tining mark location was changed in '38. The belthousings are also 
different because of the new-sty£e transmission in 1938." 


To avoéd going on too Long, 1 witk not quote Bob Pipkin, but he is in basic 
agreement. It thus seems that there are foo ways to skin this cat, and the one 
you choose is up to you. The most important thing, in my view, is’ to identi, 
and understand the problem in advance, and that I think we have ccapeptianed & 
Once that <% done, you can plan your sofution and carry out the plan without 
frustrations and unpleasant surprises. How many times have we aff been brought

WOODGRAIN PATTERNS. 1 received rom Paul Cuép (#510) some photos lin- 
‘cluding ebose-ups} of both a 1937 40-series and a 1938 60-series dashboard. 
Sadéy, 1 concluded that onéy one of these had any chance of coming through the 
printing process with anything close to sufficient clarity. The 1938 is of 
particular interest since we Stik have several open questions about how these 
Qooked. It is apparent from these photos that in the particular car photo- 
graphed (a '38 modet 61) the grain figure was a fairey simple horizontal 
4tupe: mot at ale Like the "burl" or "stumpwood” gégure on the 40-serces car 
in the '38 sales brochure shown Last month. The color seems closer to mahogany 
than walnut, but -- rom the photo anmway -- it coutd be eéther. The pattern 
goes across the entire dash. It also appears from one of these photos that the 
garnish mokdings had a "swirt" or "mottle” gigure. This agrees with the state- 
ments by Joe Giordano in the Last issue that one '38 60-series pattern was a 
honizontae mahogany stripe igure. Especiatly Because of the way tight regtects 
fnom them, and because the photographer is working under conditions far <rom 
deal, dashboards are déggicult to photograph. 1 geet we are making progress, 
however, and eventuatty we wile have something reasonably authoritative, 


Original 1938 Century Dash Close-up 
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Swapping your 
Rear End. 


As we al know, the tranamission and fénat drive ratios on the 1937 and 
1938 Specials digger markedty from the gearing we have become accustomed to in 
modern cars. The standard 40-series cars have a final drive ratio of 4.4 to I. 
The 60-serées, by contrast, had the more powerful 320 cubéc-énch engine in a 
relatively Light body, and were engineered for speed and a "sporty" character. 
Thus the Centuries had 15-inch wheels and a 3.9 rear end. 


Looking at the graphs set forth in the Factory Service Manuals, we see 
that {or 1937 cars, at 60 mph a Special is turning 3200 rpm, white at the same 
speed the Century engine will be at 2600 rpm. A similar retationship exists 
fon 1938, This £s a function of the diggerent rear end ratios and wheel sizes. 
Assuming 3800 rpm to be the eggective upper Limit, the Special tops out at 72 
mph and the Century at about §5. While some cars’ (e.g., Packard) had an 
optionat overdrive, and some (e.g., Auburn) a two-speed ax£e, and some, notably 
Fond, had agter-market two-speed axles cooked up or them, Buicks have none of 
these. This has Led to dissatisfaction on the part of some Special owners who 
wish fo go fast. 


Im thinking about this subject, it shoutd be remembered that cars in the 
1930's were not engéneered for today's “old car" hobbyist and today's roads, 
but for the mass of people who -- it was hoped -- would buy them, and the roads 
and driving conditions then existing. white today many of us think running up 
and doum through the gears of a five-speed transmission id fun, in the 1930's 
the average driver doubtless viewed shigting gears as a burden’ to be minimized, 
The ability of a car to accelerate smoothky and powerfully from 10 o% 15 mph in 
high gear was a sefling point, and many of the powerful fuxury cars of the era 
can be started in high with onty a Little bit of clutch slipping. (Indeed my 
"37 47 pulls away smoothly in high from 10 ox 12 mph, and the engine ds not in 
tip-top shape.) Likewise, of course, even the federal highways in most of the 
nation were a gar cry from the highmys of today. (Try, gor example, U.S. 250, 
on the "old" versus the "new" parts of U.S. 50 in West Virginia. | 


The Buick Speciat was not primarity intended to be a Long-distance, high- 
speed touring car. Thus it was engineered (as its competitors were) gor smooth 
and responsive performance at Low speeds in high gear, and to start up a steep 
All in Low with no roaring on chattering. 

There were, however, "police" on "high-speed" Specials made in both 1937 
and 1938, presumably to be driven by mandy types who didn't mind a Little gear 
shifting, Thés was accomplished by putting the 60-series near end into the 
40-serées can. T assume, although no mention s made of this in any options 
and accessories List I have seen, that anyone could order such a car, (It may 


BL) 


be noted that 1938 40-series "set{-shister" cans had a different rear end, the 
transmission having four speeds. Bob Piphin has told me about a 3.62 rear end 
in "Sel{-shigter” cars, and this is borne out by the 1928-38 Naster Pants 
Book; however, the 1928-45 Book does not Cist those parts and says the cars 
had the 3.9 xatio. Jim Campbetl, who ought to know, says both were used. It 
may also be noted that 60 and 90 series cars digger srom both 40 and 60, among 
thensedves, and markedéy rom '37 to 138.) 


Some people {eek the 40-series cans are ilt-suited to modern driving con- 
ditions -- especiatly "tours" at turnpike speeds -- and have substituted 3.9 
gear sets. Orégénatly, I had some fairly strong reservation about this in my 
‘oun mind, on the grounds that it was not "authentic" and changed the character 
of the car, although not its appearance. Having established quite clearly the 
existence of the "pokice” on "high-speed" option, however, 1 have withdrawn 
that objection. It does change the character of the car, without doubt. Some 
people who have done it ane pleased and some are not so pleased, since Low- 
speed acceteration in high gear will susger. 


Several members have inquired about this subject over the past few months. 
In view of this, I have decided to reprint two articles that appeared in Volume 
II, Issue 1 (March 1983) by then-member Hank Bates and by our dear old <riend 
Bob Pipkin (#076). The Pépkin procedure is the mone complex, but has the 
virtue of using parts that are probably easier to ind. (Clearty, however, it 
ds not "authentic" non "onriginal.") Please note that, as stated in the Bates 
anticte, it is not enough to simply change the ring and pinion. The "carrier 
assembly" on “case” must also be changed. These two artickes follow.

It is my Ampression that '37 and '38 60-sertes rear end parts have become 
extremely scarce. This may place a practical Limitation on the whofe buscness 
untif (or untess) some parts cars appear, and, in view of the continuing 
popularity of the Century, such appearance cannot be counted upon. According 
to Bob Pipkin, '39 parts wile not work, and '40 and Later require the kind of 
substantial modification he discusses. For such hetp as it may be, here are 
the 1937 and 1938 part numbers for 60-series cars.

my own thoughts, not meant to be authoritative about anything. In 1972, 1 
bought a new Votvo station wagon, and since I did not expect to have it stilt 
13 years and 120,000 miles tater, on to do a great deal of high-speed driving 
in if, and since’ it seemed expensive enough ($4,250!), 1 did not spring for 
the $150 overdrive, This car has a 4.3 rear end, direct drive in high gear, 
and is now and always was noisy and bouncy. However, as things turned out, 
1 drove ét many a miLe at 65 mph (3600* rpm) and thought nothing about doing 
that. Now, used to newer cars engineered for economy and silence, when I get 
the old hutk out it seems almost grightening to top 50 mph.

Knowing 
Little about machine work, T can only guess this would be a dig eutt and’ and very 
expensive project, perhaps requiring not onky a high Cevel of skitt and some 
fancy machinery, but afso enough "up-gront” <énancéng to enable the provider 
fhereos to buy & whole 60-series car in the first place, However, Let me 

begin consideration of the subject with these questions: 


(1) Does anyone have '37 on '38 60-series rear end parts 
that might be Loaned for use as patterns? On complete 
working drawings? 

{2} Assuming such patterns on drawings could be made 
avaitable, does as have the capability to make such 
pants, on’ know where that could be done? Does anyone have

RailRoadmaster on the “Ma & Pa” 


One of our new members, Chartes Jekogsky (#524) of Washington, D.C. 
offered to look things up for us én the vast bowels of the Federal Government, 
where he works -- <§ T remember it correctly -- in the U.S. Government Print- 
ing Office. Having no idea whether anything might be discovered there, I sent 
ham instead to the Baktimore § Ohio Rackroad Museum in Baktimone. Oh migawd, 
you are now saying, the Editon has gone mad with this raitroad stu, and must 
be deposed. Not so! This refates {0 cars, and in fact to a 1937 Buick Road- 
master. Through the egforts of another spy, Paul Cuep (#508) who Lives up north 
of Baltimore <n beautiful Bucks County, PA, I had tearned that in the BO 
Museum <§ a 1937 Buéck converted tong ago to use as a nail inspection car. 
Charkes has provided us with some photos and a few comments,

The 1937 Buick began Life as a Limousine for the Harkins Funeral 
Home in Delta, Pennsylvania and was sold to the "Ma § Pa" in 1942. 
Railroad shopmen outsitted her with regular railroad wheels, a 
compressor, air brakes and a sander -- and added a {u€t-wheeted 
"truck" to her front end. The pin-swivel truck gave the vehicle 
great safety and stability...and a highty unusual appearance! 


She replaced a 1926 Rickenbacker as the Ma $ Pa's principal rait- 
mobile, and inmediatety began her most important assignment: a 
test of the efficiency of newfangled radio communications between 
trains and raibroad offices. Shortly thereafter, the Ma § Pa 
Ghose: one of the ¢irst ractroads in the country to adopt in-cab 
radios 


Fon the next three decades, the converted Buick chugged Care| 
akong the rails, carrying track inspectors, officials and v. 
dignitaries. . wand attracting hordes of camera-toting rail haa, 
Traded in for an up-to-date "Roadmaster" in 1972, she was donated 
to the B60 Museum tater that year. 


Chartes wondered why the railroad Lest the steering wheel in the car, and

"Raitmobibes” were not at ake unusual in the 1920-50 era, and a few became 
fanous, Perhaps the most well-known was the Ric Grande Southern's "Gatloping 
Goose.” Now onky'a memory, the RGS was buélt in the boom days of mining in 
southwestern Coforado, and clung to Life agter the gold was gone with an 
incredible variety of’ ancient equipment. 1 believe there were severat "Geese" 
with truck and bus bodies. Mone solvent raibroads used better re and 
members from the earty days of this Club may remember an artic£e by Bob Ward 
(#114) on a McLaughtén-Buick 1937 Limousine purchased new by the Canadian 
Pacific and run in Saskatchewan and New Brunswick until the 1960'S. The 
Maryland & Pennsylvania was mone Like the RGS than the CPR, and gave raitroad 
buffs many & colorful scene.
